According to a private Letter 
from Worms, of the 22d, His Britannick Majefty had 
that Day receiv’d a Billet from Prince Charles, in the 
following Terms. 

‘ Whatever Difficulties I met with in the Execution 
‘ of my Defign, in ; affing the Rhine, I cannot yet think 
‘them infurmountable. On the contrary, I perluade 
‘ myfif, that we fhail at length get over them, thro’ our 
‘ Conftancy. This Quality, my Troops are as little de- 
‘ Gcient in, as in Point of Courage. So that I hope we 
‘ fhall, at laft, reap the Fruits of fo glorious an Under- 
‘taking. Our Forces are fo advantagioufly potted in the 
‘Iflands they poffe{s, that, as yet, the Encmy bas not 
‘ thought fit to attempt to diflodge them.’ 


According to frefher Advices from Fribourg, we are 
told, that Prince Charles has divided bis Army into three 
Bodies; one near Brifac, another near Neubourg, and 
the third was advanc’d towards Bifle; to which 
City, his Serene Higbnefs bad fent Biron Trenck, to ex- 
ecute a Cammiflion of great Importance, and which ts 
fuppofed, to relate to the conftroéting a new Bridge over 
the Rhine.
